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FOREWORD 

In  Dow's  terse  phrase, "Fine  art  is  fine  arrangement." 
The  formula  is  comprehensive.  It  defines  art  in  states- 
manship as  well  as  in  figure  painting.  Art  is  independent 
of  material  as  it  is  of  subject  matter.  Its  essential  char- 
acteristics are  qualitative. 

It  is  by  no  means  impossible  to  see  the  art  of  the  pho- 
tographer as  a  more  purely  aesthetic  process  than  that 
of  the  painter,  unconfused  as  the  former  is  by  problems 
of  representation.  Perspective,  anatomy  and  foreshort- 
ening become  largely  matters  of  a  good  lens,  and  com- 
position and  arrangement  become  the  photographer's 
opportunities  for  the  exercise  of  his  creative  genius.  His 
picture  may  be  freighted  with  sentiment,  but  its  artistic 
triumph,  like  that  of  the  painter  is  weighed  in  terms 
of  pattern  and  design.
